James Completes Course At 


Civilian Protection School 


Leonard F, James, Chief Air Raid 
Warden for Andover, returned re- 
cently from a civilian protection 
school conducted under the jurisdic- 
tion of the War Department at Am- 
herst. Mr. James was Officially dele- 
gated to attend the school by the 
local Committee on Public Safety, 
in accordance with a state plan by 
which a representative of each 
town was to be selected to attend. 

The course lasted for ten days, 
from July 12 to 22. Represented at 
the school were members of various 
A.R.P. services from Delaware, 
New Jersey, New York, Connecti- 
cut, Rhode Island, New Hampshire, 
Mass&chusetts, and the province of 
Ontario. 

The teaching and field courses 
were conducted mainly by Army of- 
ficers. The subjects studied in the 
65-hour program were: aerial at- 
tack, 7 hours; civilian protection or- 
Sanization, 4 hours; gas protection, 
13; incendiary protection, 9; plant 
protection, 4; local training, 4; 
citizens protection corps, 14; and 
camouflage and blackout, 10 hours. 
: The new procedure on the handl- 
ing of incendiary bombs was dis- 
cussed with the civilian defense 
personnel, this phase of the work 
being under the Army’s chief of 
Civilian protection in the chemical 
Warfare service.

Daylight Air Raid 
Test Next Week 


Air Raid Shelters Are 
Designated For Public 


: Andover will take part in a day- 
light air raid test, to be held some 
time next week, according to an 
announcement Tuesday by Chair- 
man Alan T, Polgreen of the local 
Committee on Public Safety. An- 
dover will participate along with 
Lawrence, Methuen, North An- 
dover and North Reading, in Re- 
gional District 4-A, 


Special air raid Shelters have 
been designated for all sections of 
town, and those who are out on the 
Streets when the test begins will be 
required to stay in the shelters un- 
til the all clear is sounded. For this 
particular test only, the following 
buildings have been designated as 
air raid shelters for the public: 
Andover—Memoria] Hall library, 
town hall, and postoffice; Shaw- 
sheen—A merican Woolen adminis- 
tration building and Merrimack 
Mutual Fire Insurance building; 
Ballardvale—fire Station; and Phil- 
lips Academy—the Andover Inn 
and Cochran chapel. 

Audible air raid alarms will be 
sounded in the same Sequence as 
in Andover’s previous blackouts— 
a series of short blasts for two 
minutes for the beginning of the 
test, a series of long blasts for the 
all clear. 

All traffic must stop on the 
sounding of the air raid alarm, ex- 
cept cars identified with the vari- 
ous emergency services, and bear- 
ing the blue emergency stickers on 
their windshields, which will be al- 
lowed to move. 

The purpose of the test is largely 
the mobilization of local civilian de- 
fense workers during the daytime 
hours, the first such test that has 
been arranged. Only the warden 
and police forces will be called out, 
and the local report center will be 
fully mobilized. 

The time for the air raid test will 
not be announced, except that it 
will take place between sunrise and 
Sunset on some day during the 
week beginning August 2,

The committee, acting to curtail 
expenditures for 1943 as sharply 
as possible, in conformity with a 
recent request from the board of 
selectmen, expects to realize a say-

It will be noted that the commit- 
tee plans no curtailment of the es- 
sentials of education in the schools, 
but rather of certain personal priv- 
ileges enjoyed by those who use 
them. 

The plan was drawn up for sub- 
mission to the whole committee by 
the financial and advisory sub- 
committee, including Harold T. 
Houston, chairman, John M. Ervy- 
ing and John MacKenzie. The only 
member absent from the meeting 
was Mrs. Julie S. Musk. William A. 
Doherty disapproved the program 
in its entirety, and Arthur R. Lewis 
and Dr. Malcolm B. McTernen con- 
curred, but did not give their full 
approval. 

During the meeting, Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie put in a phone call to an as- 
sistant state’s attorney-general, for 
a legal opinion. He was informed

Good Spirit Among Students Preparing for War 
Service at Phillips Academy’s First Summer School 


Did you ever see 196 young boys 
making up their own beds? Or 
washing dishes together? Or tidy- 
ing their rooms and performing cal- 
isthenics out on the lawn? You 
probably wouldn’t expect to witness 
any such goings-on in years of 
peace, and you won’t see them any- 
where this summer outside Phillips 
Academy. 


School is back in session at the 
school, despite the fact that the 
sands of July are just running out; 
the first summer session in its his- 
tory is well underway and seems a 
successful venture in every aspect. 

While boys are admitted to the 
session for any of several purposes, 
most of them are there to learn 
Studies and skills that will be use- 
ful to them when they enter the 
armed forces. Most of them are 
brushing up on math, physics and 
chemistry; in fact, there are more 
students enrolled in these courses 
than in all others combined. 


SERVICE IN SUMMER 


The whole thing started last 
spring, when Academy officials be- 
gan to wonder if it wasn’t sheer 
waste to let the school’s splendid 
educational equipment lie dormant 
all through the first summer of the 
greatest war in history. Confer- 
ences among the trustees, faculty 
and administrative Officials even- 
tually brought forth a plan for a 
Summer school that would definite- 
ly point towards furnishing the 
United States with trained war 
manpower. 

The plan succeeded even beyond 
their expectations. Where 125 boys 
had been expected, more than 190 
actually enrolled. Of them, only 66 
—roughly, one-third—were present 
Phillips undergraduates. Most of 
them were 16 or 17 years old, pre- 
paring for college or for service in 
the more specialized branches of 
the armed forces. Some were from 
private schools, some from high 
schools. 

A few of them expect to be with 
Uncle Sam before Christmas; 
about 30 have definite plans for en- 
tering aviation; all of them have 
some sort of eventual service in 
mind. 


EAST SIDE, WEST SIDE 


And they’ve come from practical- 
ly everywhere. The United Nations 
are well represented by a Chinese 
boy, who was here for the last regu- 
lar term, and one from the Domini- 
can republic. There are six from 
the Chicago area, one from Baton 
Rouge, one from Cincinnati, one 
from Louisville, and there are scat- 
tered representatives from Colorado 
and Missouri. About 35 of them are 
from Greater Lawrence, 15 from An- 
dover, only half of the latter being 
regular Academy students. 

There are a number of sons of 
high-ranking Officers; for instance, 
one’s father is a colonel in Army 
ordnance, another a colonel at 
Watertown arsenal, another in the 


medical warfare branch, A navy 
lieutenant-commander and com- 
mander have each sent their sons 


to Andover to brush up on mathe- 
matics, which they evidently regard 
48 of cardinal importance. In fact, 


one boy’s military father kept 
Jumping from Place to place go 
often, on Special maneuvres, that 


Academy Officials had a tough time 
keeping in touch with him. 

: All this, of course, in the first 
Phillips Summer school in its 160- 


odd years. Military training went on ~ 
during the summer of 1918, com- 
prising practice in close-order drill 
and trench-digging, but there were 
no formal classes. In the old days, 
Commencement exercises weren’t 
held until the end of July anyway. 
This year’s school is strictly a 
pioneer effort, and it might never 
have come about except for the 
war. 


FULL DAY’S WORK 


The 196 students are currently 
living through well-balanced but 
rigorous days. They’re up at 7:30 
in the morning, and to class by 
8:30. It’s uninterrupted work from 
then till 1:00; first there are two 
hours of classes, then a half-hour 
assembly period, then two more 
hours of intensive study. 


The assembly, by the way, is an 
interesting development. The pro- 
gram is varied each day between 
discussions, lectures, readings, song 
festivals. There is a conscious ef- 
fort to stress the principles of Am- 
ericanism and democracy, a sort of 
psychological preparation for war 
and the war effort. 

The programs are not propagan- 
da, of course, and there is no flag- 
waving of the cheap variety. The 
exercises are merely slanted to give 
the boys an idea of what we are 
fighting for. The singing of folk- 
songs, talks by persons outside the 
school, debates, question and an- 
Swer periods, all have a definite 
role. Last Thursday, for instance, 
a C. I. O. organizer addressed the 
assembly, and a Boston Chamber 
of Commerce representative will 
probably appear shortly. 


WITH HEAD AND HANDS 


There is no formal academic 
work in the early part of the after- 
noon. Instruction is still going on, 
however, in informal gatherings in 
which no grades are posted, but in 
which every student must take part. 
Some go in for map interpretation, 
the making and understanding of 
charts; some, navigation, useful in 
navy and air force service: some 
communications, including radio 
and Morse code. About 20 are tak- 
ing up typewriting, and a good 
number are learning wiring, battery 
charging, and other elements of 
practical electricity under’a man 
who was an engineer with General 
Electric for 15 years. 

By 3:00 (five days a week) every- 
one is outside for a half-hour of 
vigorous calisthenics. This physical 
fitness program was worked out in 
detail by Yale’s famous swimming 
coach, Prof. Kiphuth, and has been 
taught by two of his pupils. W. R. 
Newton conducted the program un- 
til last week, when he left to £0 
into the Coast Guard, and he has 
been succeeded by John Johnson, 
also of Yale. The program has been 
considered one of the most inter- 
esting aspects of the summer ses- 
sion. 

After the calisthenics, students 
take part in another hour of com- 
pulsory sport, baseball, tennis, 
swimming, or whatever else they 
choose and for which facilities are 
available. A few of them are given 
special posture corrective exercises. 

Supper is welcomed enthusiasti- 
cally at 6:15, and a study period 
from 8 to 10 takes up whatever 
slack there is in the day’s work. In 
an average day, therefore, the pros-

At the same time, the boys are 
doing as much of their own work 
as possible; for the first time in 
all Phillips’ years, its students are 
making their own beds and clean- 
ing their rooms under the super- 
vision of the janitors. Informal in- 
Spections are held before class 
each morning by the housemasters, 
and each room is expected to be 
neat and orderly. 

Self-service is also the rule at the 
school cafeteria, since there are no 
Student or other waiters. Everyone 
Pitches in after the meal to clear 
the tables and do the dish-washing, 
working in well-organized crews. In- 
cidentally, there have been no ap- 
palling bills for broken dishes. 

Ordinary rules for dress have 
been relaxed for the summer stu- 
dents, and most of them seem to 
wear as little as possible, Coats and 
ties are not necessary, and polo 
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is compulsory for all the students. Bed-making, 
ys enter the service, they should be phy

shirts and shorts are allowed, so 
long as their wearers are reason- 
ably neat. So far, the weather has 
been pretty co-operative in this re- 
gard. 

In all this, it must be remem- 
bered that a great majority of the 
students have never attended sum- 
mer school before, and more than 
half of them have never been at 
private schools. Despite the fact 
that the academic body is more 
heterogeneous than at the regular 
school session, there is no stand- 
offishness, and no cliques have been 
formed. Occasionally a group goes 
to a ball game i: Boston, or to the 
seashore, and trips are planned off- 
shore in which experience may be 
gained in practical navigation. 


THE SCHOOL DIRECTOR 


No small part of the credit for 
such an unorthodox but successful 
undertaking should go to the 
school’s director, Wilbur J. Bender, 
a member of the Phillips faculty 
since 1936. He has had ample ex- 
perience in administrative work, as 
he was assistant dean at Harvard 
College for some years while servy- 
ing as an instructor in history 
there. All in all, he has been teach- 
ing for nearly 20 years, and has a

schools contemplated by them. An- 
dover, however, is the first town in 
the state to put such a program ac- 
tually in operation. 

Other changes necessitated by 
the committee's action are the 
transfer of the pupils of the closed 
schools to those in the central dis- 
trict, the curtailment of adult edu- 
cation to a point where it is prac- 
tically eliminated, and the dismiss- 
al of noon-hour supervision of the 
school children. These items will 
reduce school expenditures by 
$338.75 for the remainder of the 
calendar year, and $1015 during the 
whole of the next school year. 


INDIAN RIDGE CHANGES 


The school closing will result in 
the following changes: North 
school pupils will be distributed in 
the Shawsheen school; Indian 
Ridge and West Center schools will 
be combined, and pupils in the 
fifth and sixth grades at Indian 
Ridge will be transferred to Stowe 
school. Previously, three rooms 
have been open at Indian Ridge, 
for the first and second, third and 
fourth, fifth and sixth grades. An- 
other room, under the new arrange- 
ment, will be opened there, and 
will be in charge of Mrs. Georgi- 
anna Hilton. There will be one 
grade in each room, with an aver- 
age enrollment of 25. Shawsheen 
school will have 182 pupils as com- 
pared with its present 165. 

For the first time, therefore, 
there will be no room with more 
than one grade in it in the entire 
school system, such having been 
the case heretofore in Indian Ridge 
and the three closed schools. 

On the other band, and in Stowe 
school in particular, some rooms 
will be rather crowded. The fifth 
and sixth grade rooms at Stowe will 
have 45 and 41 pupils respectively, 
which is above the commonly- 
recognized limit. 

The possibility that Milton C. 
Blanchard, principal of the Junior 
high school, will shortly enter the 
armed forces, may save the school 
department $836.55 this year, and 
$2900 for the whole of the next 
school year, since no acting prin- 
cipal will be appointed to replace 
him. Mr. Blanchard requested a 
leave of absence at the last school 
committee meeting, if and when he 
left for service during the summer, 
and the request was granted. There 
has been no change in the circum- 
stances since that time.

least, will be cut out, the one up 
Pine and Elm streets toward North 
Andover, and one on Chestnut 
street and Highland road, and the 
one to Shawsheen. A saving of 
$1300 will result from the elimina- 
tion of the contract with the EHast- 
ern Mass. Street Railway company, 
which furnishes transportation 
from Shawsheen. Previously, the 
school committee has been more 
lenient in the matter of transpor- 
tation; from now on, however, 
children living within two miles of 
a school—distance “as the crow 
flies’ rather than the length of 
road to be traversed—must walk 
or arrange other transportation. 
Hereafter, only three school-bus 
routes will be maintained. The ac- 
tion is taken in accordance with 
section 68 of the General Laws, as 
revised in 1934. 


TEACHERS DISMISSED 


The closing of the art depart- 
ment will necessitate the discharge 
of Miss Alice Olliff, supervisor, a 
two-thirds vote of the committee 
and notice of 30 days being given, 
according to law. Her service will 
terminate September 1. Miss Mary 
G. Bailey, who has been in the art 
department besides serving as di- 
rector of adult education, is on 
leave of absence until December 1, 
but there may be no opening avail- 
able at that time. Mechanical draw- 
ing classes formerly conducted by 
her are now under the shop instead 
of the art department. 


The committee will also be com- 
pelled to dismiss two teachers, 
neither of whom are on tenure, 
Miss Grace Boehner of the West 
Center school, and Miss Olive F. 
Eldridge, North school. Mrs. Georgi- 
anna Hilton, principal at West Cen- 
ter, will probably be transferred to 
Indian Ridge school, and Miss Jane 
Fitzhenry and Miss Mary Collins, 
of the Bradlee school, to the Cen- 
tral plant. 


The committee is aware that the 
new arrangement will be incon- 
venient for parents and children in 
many ways. For instance, it is not 
too early to consider the fact that 
many parents have bought homes 
in certain parts of West Andover 
precisely because they were near 
schools, and that property values 
may decline in those areas. At the 
same time, there will be no greater 
distances involved than now travy-

In making such 
painful decisions, the school com- 
mittee hopes that other town de- 
partments have equally thorough- 
going changes in mind. 


The official vote on the action to 
be taken towards Misses Boehner 
and Eldridge was that “the super- 
intendent be instructed to notify 
(them) that, in view of the emer- 
gency and the necessity for dras- 
tic economy, the positions to 
which they were elected have been 
abolished; that the committee re- 
grets the need for this action, and 
that it expresses its gratitude for 
the services wuich they have ren- 
dered to the school system.” 


BREAKDOWN 


The breakdown of the estimated 
savings is as follows: 

North school, $775.27 for Septem- 
ber-December, 1942; $1728.34 for 
the September, 1942 to June, 1943 
period. West Center school, $822.42 
for September-December, $1971.06 
for the entire school year. Bradlee 
school, $493.51 and $1281.81. On 
gradual repairs going on at all 
three schools, for which allowance 
was made in the school budget for 
the period January, 1941 to Janu- 
ary, 1942, an additional $193.23 is 
to be saved. The total saved this 


year will be $2051.20; next year,

tion in new equipment, for next 
year only, $300; on the teachers’ 
salaries in the art department, 
$868.35 and $2,200; on art supplies, 
$400, next year only. The saving in 
transportation costs will amount to 
$500 this year, $1300 in the whole 
school year. 


The total of the expenditure cut 
for the coming school year, there- 
fore, will amount to $10,299.44, If 
Mr. Blanchard is called into sger- 
vice, and since no one will be ap- 
pointed to serve as Junior high 
school principal, an _ additional 
$2,900 will be saved, for a total of 
$13,199.44. The selectmen, however, 
had originally hoped for a $25,000 
cut. 


JANITOR TRANSFERRED

Now, just a minute! Take a moment or two to think it over 
before you start landing on them. 


It’s the school committee we’re talking about. Tuesday eve- 
ning with one fell swoop they just up and decided to close three 
schools, abolish the art department and make every child who 
lives under two miles from school as the crow flies, walk here- 
after. 

Persons who heard of the plan yesterday didn’t seem much 
concerned about its merits or its demerits. What struck them 
first was the furore that the plan would awaken. And that’s to 
be expected, isn’t it? After all, remember what happened when 
the school committee closed the North school a few years ago. 
There were meetings and petitions and town meetings and 
votes. That came from a section where only from ten to twenty 
children attended the school. Now what’s to happen? Are the 
people of Ballardvale, West Parish or the North District going 
to like giving up their schools? Are they and the people of 
Shawsheen and the South district going to like telling their 
children that they’ll have to walk? Well, they just wouldn’t be 
human if they did. 

But don’t pick on the school committee. They were passed a 
tough job. No, don’t blame the selectmen either. They wrote 
the letter asking for a reduction in expenditures, but after all, 
they aren’t to blame for the condition that makes that reduc- 
tion a real necessity. If you feel you must criticize somebody 
for that vote of Tuesday evening, why not level the accusing 
finger at that guy Hitler? He’s the one that sent his U-boats 
over here to blast our tankers carrying gasoline to us, and it 
was his pal Hirohito who took our rubber away from us. Those 
two factors are depriving the town of the very sizeable revenue 
that used to come from the gasoline tax. 

You have a right to make suggestions, but have a kind 
thought for a group of men and women who faced a tough 
problem and who came to a decision which they knew full well 
would awaken public antagonism. It couldn’t have been an easy 
thing to do, but they were asked to try to cut their budget by 
$25,000. Even this drastic plan cuts it only $10,000 or $13,000 
at the most. 

We want office-holders of courage, office-holders who are will- 
ing to face a storm if they think that it is necessary in the 
public interest. For their exemplification of that courage, the 
school board deserves commendation. 


The Auxiliary Does It — You Can Too! 


We’re not doing so well here in Andover on buying war 
stamps. Figures that we’ve seen from stores in other towns 
make us wonder if Phillips Brooks, were he living now, 
mightn’t be sorry that once he had called Andover “patriotic.” 

Does anybody know what’s the matter? The merchants have 
all shown their willingness to co-operate in selling them, even 
at a time when they have serious problems of their own. This 
week the American Legion auxiliary, which never seems afraid 
of expending too much energy on things civic, opened up a 
booth in one of the local stores, and if the previous merchandis- 
ing has been at fault, that plan might prove a remedy. The other 
organizations in town could each open up a booth and man it 
as the auxiliary has done. The merchants would be willing to 
donate the space, but they can’t fairly be expected to have one 
of their paid clerks sit in the booth all day. That’s expensive, 
and there’s no reason why they should have to bear such an 
expense. 

How about it, you other organizations? The Women’s clubs, 
the Scouts, the church groups—aren’t there enough public- 
minded citizens in your midst to man a booth in some store for 
the purpose of selling war stamps? In the last war the organi- 
zations did a splendid job; aren’t we just as patriotic in World 
War II? Or are we so overwhelmed by our own blase can’t-be- 
botheredness that we just can’t find a moment to do a little 
merchandising to help out the more than 400 boys whose names 
are on that plaque in front of the town hall?

To the Editor: 

I should like to express the ap- 
preciation of the Andover ministers 
to all who have contributed criti- 
cisms and suggestions regarding 
the proposed plan of week-day re- 
ligious education in the churches 
in co-operation with the public 
schools. We are grateful also to 
the Townsman for devoting so 
much space to the democratic dis- 
cussion of the proposal. I should 
like to suggest the answers to sev- 
eral of the questions which have 
been asked. 

1. Would not the proposed plan 
violate the principle of the separa- 
tion of church and state? We be- 
lieve it would not, because neither 
the committee representing the 
churches nor the school committee 
would exercise any control over 
each other. It is a co-operative pro- 
ject from which each party to the 
agreement reserves the right to 
withdraw at any time and for any 
reason which it deems suflicient. 

Furthermore, the proposed plan 
would itself heip to safeguard the 
separation of church and state. The 
better our youth understand the re- 
ligious rootage of our democratic 
ideals and way of life in the teach- 
ings of the Old l'estament prophets 
and of Jesus, the more truly demo- 
cratic they themselves will become 
in their attitudes and behavior, and 
the more alert to any danger to de- 
mocracy such as the encroachment 
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2. Why not continue the present 
system of religious education on 
church time? We intend to continue 
and to improve it as much as pos 
sible, but we believe the proposed 
plan is a necessary supplement to 
the present system, which leaves 
many of our people religious illiter- 
ates. About 50 percent of the chil 
dren in Massachusetts receive 10 
religious education whatever, al- 
though we hope that figure is to 
high for Andover. The church 
school attendance of many others 
is infrequent and irregular because 
the social and economic conditions 
of modern life make it difficult for 
many families to attend church or 
church school regularly on Sunday. 

Such families usually welcome 
the opportunity for religious educa: 
tion on school time, as the chil 
dren’s life is already organized 
primarily about the school and the 
week-day plan involves no addition 
al adjustment of the family schet: 
ule. In communities where this 
plan is in operation, from 20 to 
25 percent of the children taking j 
the courses had not been attendins — 5 
any church school.

General participa- 
tion in week-day religious educa- 
tion, even though in different 
churches, increases this mutual 
respect and interest toward each 
other’s religion and tends toward 
unity rather than disunity of spirit. 
By unity we do not mean uniform- 
ity, which ig undemocratic. The 
genius of American democracy is 
unity in diversity, what Saint Paul 
called “diversities of gifts, but the 
same Spirit.” 

Could one ask for more unity 
of spirit than the willingness of 
every single church and clergyman 
in a community to co-operate for 
the religious welfare of the com- 
munity as a whole?

be fought by jets of water from 
stirrup-pumps, rather than by 
sprays, aS previously advised. The 
use of a spray is still preferable, 
however, where only one incendiary 
has to be fought. 

The discussion of gas protection 
was more detailed than almost any 
other subject treated. It was em- 
phasized that the public should rea- 
lize that gas bombs are easily 
handled, and their effects made 
negative, by trained personnel. The 
emphasis was not so much on fight- 
ing gas attacks as the proper pre- 
cautions to take against their oc- 
currence, and the public attitude 
towards them.

The largest and most apprecia- 
tive audience to date enjoyed Cole 
Porter’s musical comedy, “The Gay 
Divorcee” last Monday evening. 
The production was more elabor- 
ate than the previous ones, a great- 
ly augmented cast and chorus be- 
ing used. 

Particularly to be noted was the 
singing of Harry Stockwell, brought 
on especially for this one engage- 
ment. Possessor of a fine rich voice, 
he did full justice to such song's 
as “Night and Day” and “Begin the 
Beguine.” Though his acting was a 
little too formal, Mr. Stockwell 
proved very easily that a musical 
is his forte, and he was supported 
well by his cast, particularly his co- 
star, Mary HBlliott, and by Frank 
Lyon, Ann Mason and Louise Kirt- 
land.
